I 
met about 120 l>alf-breeds both going and 
coming bVck, all going 180 miles to bunt 
their wiuiei't, supply of meat, as there is 
no game in the Mouss* liver country-of 
any account. The whole of the Mouse 
river country has smalj lakes at intervals, 
and some of them are very beautiful, nota- 
bly Strawberry lalie, which has a sand} 
beach. I parted from our party at Turtle 
mountains, they returning to Fargo by 
way of Larimore. We were all equally 
impressed with the country. There are 
perhaps 150 families now located on the 
Wintering and Mouse rivers, and as that 
is not wanted by Little Shell or his hand, 
all the settlers can go there and settle 
without any fear of trouble. Every one 
is anxiously awaiting the action of Sec- 
retary Teller, and settlers are relying up 
on his prompt action in the matter so 
that those not having the means or incli 
nation to go into stock raising, can secure 
the land claimed by Little Shell, and on- 
ly held because of its value as tillable 
land to the whites. Little Shell distinctly 
stated they did not wish the land to culti- 
vate, and as there is no game in Mouse 
river to speak of, they are obliged to leave 
tneir reservation to obtain it.

The 
building of the Northwestern will neces 
silate the building of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, aud the North Pacific 
will also be compelled to build its branch 
from BismarcK to B a ford at an early day. 
Competing lines of railroads will make 
Bismarck a manufacturing and a com- 
mercial centre of in >re importance than 
any city between the Rocky Mountains 
and bt. Paul. Lines will also come in 
from Winnipeg and the northeast to con- 
nect with the North Pacific at this point, 
as the fuel for Manitoba must come from 
the coal fields of wester: Dakota.

His force numbered 2,000 men in de 
tails. Woolsey says: *'I advanced in the 
morning before daybreak with cavalry, two 
horse artillery guns, thirty mounted infantry, 
1,000 men from York, and a Lancaster regi- 
ment anc: marines. After some skirmishing 
I took possession of a dam which the enemy 
had constructed across the canal between 
the villages of Magf ar and Mahanta.

2 p. m. they returned with an evasive reply 
from Red Cloud, who also denied that he had 
made any threats. They also reported that 
Red Cloud had assembled his young men, 
who are under his control at the village. At 
the same time the usual accompaniments of 
an Indian racket, in the way of Indians skip- 
ping round naked, began to appear. I.was a

The 
runner returned with the sarcastic reply 
from Red Clojnd that he was glad to hear 
from you and hoped you were well, adding 
that he felt tired and would not come.

At this point one of the young men, Yellow, 
Hair, said: "Let me go. I will bring him." 
Yellow Hair finally returned with the infor- 
mation that Red Cloud was coming, but he 
failed to turn up.
